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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's amendments 
and arguments, filed on 4/29/10, have overcome all previously relied upon prior art rejections. A 
further search by the Examiner did not find any references which, when taken alone or in 
combination, anticipates or renders obvious Applicants claimed invention. 

Regarding the previously relied upon prior art rejection of claims 8-12 to Tamori (EP- 
1172412) in view of Gee (US Pat. 6,316,541), Applicants argue that Tamori teaches hybrid 
emulsions which form an interpenetrating network structure. While this alone is not believed to 
overcome the rejection, it is noted by the Examiner that the combination of Tamori and Gee is 
believed to require improper hindsight reconstruction. Additionally, the motivation for combining 
the references as put forth in the previous Office action is not believed to be scientifically sound. 
Specifically, the emulsions as taught by Tamori already contain a polysiloxane component. 
Therefore, there is insufficient motivation to add another polysiloxane emulsion to the compositions 
taught by Tamori so as to realize the properties that polysiloxanes possess; the emulsions of Tamori 
already possess polysiloxanes. Last, the combination of these references would not expect to yield 
two-phase emulsion particles composed of a silicone phase and an organic phase as required by the 
instant claims. At best the additional polysiloxane emulsion as taught by Gee would exist as separate 
particles. 

The previously relied upon prior art rejection of claims 1-3 and 5-7 to Hillard (US Pat. 
3,898,300) and of claims 4, 7 and 8-12 to Hillard in view of Hyde et al. (US Pat. 2,891,920) are 
withdrawn as Hillard requires that the polyorganosiloxane have reactive sites for grafting the organic 
polymers thereto. The instant claims require that there is no chemical crosslinking between the two 
phases and there exists no grafting monomers in the composition.

Blending of organopolysiloxanes with thermoplastics has been known for decades. 
However, many years ago, it was realized that grafting sites are necessary between the siloxane and 
organic polymers to improve compatibility. The closest prior art which teaches blends of 
polysiloxanes and organic polymers which have no grafting sites may be found in US Patents 
2,965,593 and 4,138,387. Patent '593 teaches a process of polymerizing a mixture of 
polyorganosiloxanes and vinyl monomers without any chemical reaction between the polysiloxane 
and vinyl monomers. However, patent '593 requires that this process requires dispersion of the 
polysiloxane in the vinyl monomer base followed by polymerization of the vinyl monomer. This 
patent does not teach first preparing the polysiloxane via emulsion polymerization in the methods 
required by the instant claims, nor does this patent teach adding the polysiloxane as an emulsion to 
the vinyl monomer mixtures. There is nothing implicit or explicit in patent '593 which would render 
such a process as obvious. Patent '387 teaches polyolefin-filled organopolysiloxane compositions 
which consist of a continuous phase of essentially ungrafted organopolysiloxane and a discontinuous 
phase of finely divided solid particles of a homo- or copolymer prepared from one or more 
unsaturated monomers. The instant claims require that the polymer alloy emulsion is comprised or 
two-phase emulsion particles which is clearly different that the structures taught by the '387 patent.
